Would 
he give us Talents that ate not to be exerted ? Ca- 
pacities that ale never to be gratiſied ? How can we 
find that Wiſdom, which ſhincs through all his 
Works, in the Formation of Man, without look1 
on this World as only a Nurſery for the next, 
believing that the ſeveral Gencrations of rational 
Creatures, which riſe up and diſappear in fuch quick 
Succeſſions, are only to receive their Art Rudiments 
of Exiſtence here, and afterwards to be tianſplanted 
imo a more friendly Climate, where they may ſpread 
and flour iſh to all Eternity? 

There is not, in my Opinion, a more pleaſing and 
triumphant Conſideration in Religion than this of 
the perpetual Progreſs which the Soul makes to- 
wards the Perfection of its Nature, without ever ar- 
riving at a Period in it.
